“I told Corporal Cape,” said Stephen­ 
son, “that one of a number of stories 
that were going around to the detri­ 
ment of the work of the local Red 
Cross workers was that he had said 
that a lot of the knitting was not be­ 
ing done right. The corporal said em­ 
phatically that the socks, sweaters and< 
wristlets are all right, and the more 
of them the better. 
He said that he 
did say that the scarfs are bigger than 
need be. that his experience in the 
trenches was that the big scarfs were 
often cut in two, and that the scarfs 
now being made for the British are 
small. 
“I looked into the m atter of the size 
of the scarfs further," said Stephen­ 
son, “and it developed that the size 
of the scarf was determined only after 
careful investigation at the front by 
Dr. Murphy, head of the American Red 
Cross in France. 
in fact, upon his ad­ 
vice the scarf was made larger than 
at first specified. 
The scarfs being 
made here are in accordance with na­ 
tional specifications, adopted after a 
cable report from the front.” 
After the Rumors 
“Don't believe it and don’t repeat 
it,” seems to be about the soundest 
motto for dealing with the typical 
anti-Red Cross stories that are being 
circulated. 
Members of the executive 
committee propose to run down stories 
to the effect that Red Cross articles 
are sold to soldiers, sold to men out­ 
side the army, that someone put her 
name in a sweater and got an answer 
from someone who bought the sweat­ 
er at a store. 
Those stories go to 
smash when traced back a bit. 
Yesterday Dr. Feryl Magill stated 
that a report had reached headquar­ 
ters to the effect that a solicitor for a 
Los Angeles newspaper had said that 
he knew of an instance where Red 
Cross socks’ were sold to miners. 
E. M. Robbins was appointed as a 
committee to run the story down. He 
reported within a short time that he 
located the woman 
to 
whom 
the 
solicitor talked, and that as a matter 
of real fact the solicitor did not say 
that Red Cross socks were sold to 
miners. 
In fact, he d id -not mention 
socks or miners, either. 
He did say 
that he got a letter from his son in 
Europe praising the articles furnished 
the soldiers by the Red Cross, men­ 
tioning, however, that 
the 
scarf he 
had was too big.
